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HAVING been applied to upon ſe- 
veral occaſions for direction in the 
choice of books in the ſeveral depart- 
ments of learning, I take this method of 
obliging thoſe few friends, and ſuch 
others as may be in a ſimilar predica- 
ment. I have only mentioned a ſmall 
number upon each topic ; not mean- 
ing hereby to depreciate other authors 
that may be equally valuable, who have 
written upon the ſame ſubject ; but on- 
ly to meet the wiſhes of ſuch young per- 
ſons as have no better guide.
